Presbyterian Churchi, b the eorner of Feanklin

street and Columbla svdnue, was dedicated to

the worghip and hanor of God,

The services throughout were of a moat inte-
resting charncter, nad from the ovidence sppa.
ront, made s deep and o doubt lasting lmpres-
sion upon the large oongregation which there
hod nssembled, The cornerstona of this strue.
ture, which will form when completed one of
the finest and most lmposing ornaments in the
northern part of our eity, was laid on the 20th
ol September last, and by the unprocedentad
lberality of the congregation, the work has
never consed, aud will go on until the fnishing
touch to this temple hns been completed,

The large congregation have caure for re-
jorcing in the thought that this editce Is clear
from ull incumbrance, snd that the workmen
who bave lubored so ardoously for ita upbulld-
ing have recelved their hire, About $30,000
huve been gpent thus farupon the ouflding, of
which sum the ladice—let eredit bo glven thom
—have ralsed 84000, The leeture-room in which
the dedicatory services were held yesterday, 18
completely and clegantly finlshed, (s appear-
nnoe receiving the approbation of all who have
set foot within it, In this room the audience
assembled yesterdny numbered over twelye
hundred petdons, many others farling to gain
adottanoe,

Alter pradses had been sung and o praver
offered to the “Giver of all good ghive,” o thank-
offering in the practionl shape of $21560 was
made by members of the coneregation and sume
others, The Rey, Samuel A, Mutchmore, pastor,
then delivered the dedication sermon, [rom
which we make some extracts, and which was
listened Lo with profound attention, The men-
tion of memortes sacred, clustering around the
temple ol God, brought many o tear to the eye,
and cansed o deep solemuity to come uver nll
bis heavers, The texst was:—

A Sermon Dellvered Last Evening by
ithe Rev, Dr, Bomberger, nt the Rev.

Last evening, by request of the Young Men's

Christian  Association, Dr., Bomberger de-

livered an eloguent sermon on ‘““fhe Model

Character,” at the Rev, Albert Barnes’ Chuyeh,

onSouth Washington Sguare, FHe took tor his

text the 4iith verse of the 2d chapter of Luke,

reading us follow 81—

That He ig thus offered to us in the Word of
God we have sufietent evidence in the text,
Here He stands forth to view as n youths, The
incident in conpection with which the inquiry
is1ecorded is, inoveed, the only authentic und
trustworthy rm-r‘lmmu‘m Hig youthful ehar-
acter, but ig quite suthicient to afford n lesson
worthy of the devout study of every young
man and woman, ind an example desérving ol
their closest imitation. Allow me, then, to
bold up this model to your view to-night, and
to bave your earnest believing attention, whilst
1 endenvor to set forth'its cluims to your cone
stont meditation, and to designate some of the
leading points in which you should seek to
imitate it in your lite, [

We underrpte the excellence of the example
of praiseworthy youth of uny age or sttion in
Jite, Btudy those exumples closely, and admire
them as they deserve, HRenwember thiy enjoyed
no superiority over yourselves in o ny respect
which vendered It easicr for them to lear God
and do good, and you may imiate, and even
execl their virtues. Like Abel, begin in your
youth fo ofler unto Giod the living sacrifice of
your body: Like Enoch, start out in life by walk=-
ing with God in E£lial mety and solf-denying
pbedienee 1o your heavenly Father. Like
Maoses, when Feorrounded by the entiomg
plensures of Pharaoh’s court, youn may turn
trom the alluremeuts of worldly luxury nnd
